The A. P. A. at its convention in 
Baltimore adopted a rule which it now 
proposed to make binding on all its 
members and the application and ertf- 
forcement of this rule is provided for 
in a set of rules and regulations to 
be enforced by the society through its 
sales department. 

We are pleased to print the com- 
plete text of the announcement of the 
action of the Board of Vice Presidents 
of the society with regard to enforce- 
ment of the new regulations and call 
particular attention to the fact that 
the society recognizes the fact that it 
can only police its own membership. It 
should therefore be evident to every- 
one that this represents but a small 
group of the whole number of stamp 
collectors and dealers in America. 

Collectors should note with interest 
that many of the leading dealers are 
members of the A. P. S. This regula- 
tion of the society applies to these 
dealers in their transactions with col- 
lectors direct, just the same as it ap- 
plies on sales through the Sales De- 
partment of the Society. We of course 
recognize that the society can enforce 
this rule as applied to its sales de- 
partment by merely removing such 
stamps from the sales books, but in 

case of sales by dealer members 
in their usual manner of trade, the so- 
Gety can also expell such dealers 


from membership in event of violation 
of the ruling.

It may seem that this is quite a 
mild punishment, yet should be suffi- 
cient to guarantee that dealer mem- 
bers of the A. P. S. will deal fairly 
with their trade since the stigma of 
expulsion over a matter of this na- 
ture would be sufficient to cause great 
injury to anyone so expelled and altho 
the punishment may seem mild, it 
should prove sufficient to guarantee 
to collectors that in trading with 
dealers who are members of the 
American Philatelic Society, they can 
rest assured of getting stamps that 
are correct in every detail or are 
marked to indicate the extent to which 
they may have been repaired or 
altered. 

We are pleased to quote herewith 
the announcement as issued by the so- 
ciety. 

The Board of Vice Presidents of 
the American Philatelic Society has 
called attention to the following ac- 
tion taken by the 1941 Convention at 
its annual meeting at Baltimore, 
Maryland, this action being binding 
upon ali memhers of the Society: 

“No stamp which has been re- 

paired, reperforated, regummed 

or altered in any manner what- 
soever, shall be sold or disposed 
of by a member of this Society 
unless such stamp shall be plainly 
and indelibly marked on the re- 
verse side as to its true condi- 
tion. Any violation of this rule 
shall subject the member to dis- 
ciplinary action by the Board of 

Vice President.” 

To make the above rule effective in- 
sofar as the Sales Department of the 
American Philatelic Society is con- 
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cerned, and pursuant to the order of 
the Convention, the Board of Vice 
Presidents has adopted the following 
additional rules and regulations: 

“As a condition precedent to the en- 
tering of stamps in the Sales Depart: 
ment, every member shall agree to 
authorize and permit the marking by 
the Sales Book Examiners, of all 
stamps so entered which have been 
repaired, reperforated, regummed or 
otherwise altered and he shall release 
the Society, its officers and/or agents, 
from any liability for so marking any 
stamp. 

“All stamps entered into the Sales 
Department and determined by the 
Examiners to be repaired, reperfo- 
rated, regummed or otherwise altered 
shall be removed by the Examiners 
and shall be plainly and indelibly 
marked to indicate their true condi- 
tion. 

“Before so marking such stamps, 
the Examiners shall give notice, by 
registered mail, to the owner of the 
intention to do so, and unless the 
owner files written objections within 
seven days after delivery of such no- 
tice to the place of business or resi- 
dence of the owner, the Examiner 
shall proceed to so mark the stamps 
in question. 

“A member may appeal from the 
decision of the Examiners by referring 
the question to the Board of Experts 
within seven days after receipt of the 
aforementioned notice from the Exam- 
iners and by notifying the Examiners, 
within such seven day period, of in- 
tention to appeal from the ruling of 
the Examiners. In the event the Board 
of Experts shall sustain the finding 
of the Examiners, then the cost of 
such examination shall be borne by 
the owner; in the event the Board of 
Experts shall not sustain the finding 
of the Examiners, then the cost of 
such evamination shall be borne by 
the Society and shall be payable out 
of the Insurance Fund. 

“A fine of twenty-five cents shall 
be assessed against the owner for 
each stamp removed by the Examiners 
upon finding by the Examiners that

Australia. 

The new Budget provides now defi- 
nitely for a 4d. rise in postal rates 
and it has now been officially an- 
nounced that to save paper and to pro- 
yide the new 24d. value until new 
stamps are printed, the remaining 
stocks of the current 2d. K.G.VI. 
stamps will be surcharged with the 
new 242d. denomination. This may in- 
yolve an additional surcharge of 544d. 
on the 5d. pictorial (Ram) as this 
value prepays the registered tax, 
which consists of 3d. registration fee 
plus the ordinary rate. Since the ordi- 
nary letter rate is to be increased to 
914d. it follows automatically that the 
cost of registering a letter will be 
54d. and hence my reason for the 
additional surcharge. 

If some American collectors have 
not heard from their Australian pen- 
friends for quite a long time, there is 
no need to worry, for recent Customs 
regulations have provided for stricter 
control on the sending out of stamps 
to overseas countries and even the 
smallest sending of stamps necessi- 
tates quite an involved procedure of 
obtaining the required license for the 
export of the stamps. Actually the 
formalities connected with the obtain- 
ing of an export license are quite sim- 
ple when you have to do it over and 
over again, as many dealers have 
found out. But the collector who has 


‘ to obtain a license once in a blue moon 


must find the procedure rather irk- 
some and even altogether discourag- 
ing. So if your Australian friend has 
not sent you any stamps lately, blame 
the Customs. But do not think for a 
moment that the export of stamps is 
forbidden. On the contrary, the export 
of stamps to U.S.A. is encouraged for 
it brings in the ever welcome dollar 
but all exports are now made under 
license, so that the Authorities may 
keep a check on the proceeds. 

A recent proposal which received 
quite a lot of press publicity suggested 
a special postal issue to mark the he- 
roic defense of Tobruk. So far nothing 
more has been heard, but it is quite 
likely that a totally new series, on 
the lines of the South African War 
Stamps may replace the current pic- 
torial set. 

Negotiations now in progress be- 
tween the Australian, U.S.A. and New 
Zealand governments are very likely 
to result in the extension of the 
Trans-Pacific Clipper air mail serv- 
lee to Australia. No doubt full de- 
tails will be available in the Ameri- 
can press before they are published 
in Australia. 


New Zealand 


The 1941 Health set made its ap- 
pearance on October 4th and as stated 
previously it consists of the two val- 
ues of the 1940 Health set overprinted 
with the year “1941” in the upper por- 
tion of the design. 

Specially printed Souvenir Covers 
were provided by the Federation of 
Health Camps and the Christ church 
N.Z. Industries Fair which opened on 
the 4th October used a special first 
day cancellation. 

The lower values of the current set 
are being now issued in one uniform 
design portraying King George VI. 
So far the 42d, 1d. and 3d. values have 
been made available and 112d. and 2d. 
denominations are to be issued shortly.

CANBERRA. Three new stamps 
244d., 34%4d., and 5d. will be issued 
because of the increase in postal 
charges, the Postmaster-General 
(Senator Ashley) announced today. 
They are now being printed. 

Senator Ashley said that until the 
new stamps could be printed, which 
might take two months, adequate sup- 
plies of the present 2d. (King’s head, 
red) 8d. (king’s head, blue), and 5d. 
(merino, violet), would be overprinted 
214d., 344d., and 544d., respectively. 

A special supply of the %d. stamps 
was being prepared to meet require- 
ments until the new stamps were 
ready. The proclamation, which will 
make the new charges law, has been 
prepared by the Postmaster-General 
for submission to the Governor-Gen- 
eral immediately the Bill amending 
the Post and Telegraph Acts is passed 
by both Houses. The date on which 
the new charges are to come into 
operation cannot be fixed until then. 

Special arrangements had been made 
to continue service by stamp machines 
said Senator Ashley. Existing 1d. ma- 
chines will be adjusted to receive the 
smaller coins and issue half-penny 
stamps, and these machines would be 
placed beside existing 2d. machines. 

Further half-penny machines would 
be obtained by the Postal Department 
as early as possible, but the supply of 
such mechanical equipment was gov- 
erned largely by war conditions.

Catalog, to which the Brazer Essay 
Catalog is a companion book in size, 
binding and arrangement. 

The author has, from the best in- 
formation available, arranged all es- 
says chronologically and tied them up 
with the issued stamps for which they 
were essayed, by assigning numbers 
and letters corresponding to Scott’s 
Stamp Numbers. Henceforth, all U.S. 
Essays will be listed and sold by 
Brazer’s Essay Numbers by Auction- 
eers and Dealers who have heretofore 
had to try to identify them by Masons’ 
list. 


A tremendous amount of informa- 
tion has been recorded from the auth- 
or’s fifteen years of research. The 
names are given of all known emgrav- 
ing firms, designers, and engravers 
and dates essayed, many times even 
to the exact day. All issues are cov- 
ered from the 1845 postmasters thru 
all postage issues to the 1937 presi- 
dential issue, special delivery, postage 
due, official, newspaper, parcel post 
and post office seals. Truly this is a 
pictorial and descriptive history of the 
preparation of all designs for United 
States Postage Stamps that gives us 
information to be found nowhere else. 

Most of these designs have never 
been seen before by the average col- 
lector and many of them are so beau- 
tiful that one wonders why they were 
not accepted. Others are extremely 
odd patents to prevent re-use or pho- 
tographic counterfeiting, particularly 
those essayed after the Civil War. 
This catalog makes clear the thrill of 
discovery and identification that these 


‘most unusual designs give to the col- 


lector. The author has listed all colors 
known on the various papers used, 
both for die and plate essays, and tells 
whether they are uncommon, scarce, 
very scarce, rare, very rare, or unique, 
which of course means that only one 
can exist. In the front of the book he 
gives definitions of essays, proofs 
and papers which should be of great 
help to collectors. 

This book—286 pages—is hand- 
somely bound in red cloth with gold 
lettering and the large typography is 
excellent, making practical use very 
easy. There is also an alphabetical 
and a numerical index. We understand 
that the author contemplates listing 
and illustrating new discoveries in the 


American Philatelist so that it will be - 


kept up to date. Unfortunately the 
publication is of a small edition and 
no re-print can be made as the type 
and cuts have been distributed.

The above committee consists of 
members who were elected by Gar- 
field-Perry Stamp Club, the host club, 
to serve as trustees of the Cleveland 
Convention Committee of the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society.

1981. This is an interesting field and 
one that is of benefit to the hobby.

What is the earliest date of use of 
R.P.O. in a cancel. It should be 1860 
as the first Railway Post Office car 
was put in service then. However, the 
cancel may be of earlier or later date. 
At that time R. R. or AGT. markings 
were the usual ones. 





In the field of street car markings 
the Rochester N. Y. cancels seem to 
be the scarcest. I have never seen one. 
The San Francisco markings are un- 
common also.

Slogan Society. Every cancellation 
collector belongs in the society. 

Service on some R.P.O. is per- 
formed by clerks from another R.P.O. 
I believe in cases such as these that 
the two runs coincide and that the 
only difference is in the cancel. I 
would like more information as to the 
usage and the distinction between the 
two offices if the service is performed 
on the same train and in the same 
cars. 





If any of you sent for the Phillipine 
R.P.O. I mentioned in the column last 
month I would like to hear if you re- 
ceive them, With the recent develop- 
ments out there they are probably 
not to be had. 





The Union of South Africa has had 
a train on tour for some time show- 
ing the progress in the production of 
war materials. The train carried a 
post office and mail was cancelled in 
two languages, English and Afrikaans. 
The English reads WAR TRAIN P. O. 
and date. This train toured most of 
South Africa. 





It is possible to tell the direction of 
travel of an R.P.O. cover by the train 
number in the cancel. The practice of 
the railroads is to number the trains 
southbound and westbound with odd 
numbers and northbound and east- 
bound with even numbers. Many col- 
lectors collect the different train 
numbers as well as the different word- 
ings. On some of the runs there are 
quite a few different numbers to be 
had. New York & Chicago and Pitts. 
& Chi. and Pitts & New York have 
many different numbers.

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Patriotic Envelopes

The collection of patriotic covers 
will attract a large following during 
the present conflict. The collector who 
takes steps to obtain and preserve 
such covers now will gain a large 
edge on those who awaken a year 
from now and start trying to round 
up the missing dates. It is a simple 
matter if you go about it in the pro- 
per way and every collector has an 
opportunity to obtain a number of 
covers that will prove of great inter- 
est in the future if he will but keep 
his eyes open today. 

One thing that makes a patriotic 
envelope is the cancellation date. 
First of all, covers cancelled on any 
date of importance should have a spe- 
cial interest for collectors. To start 
with, look over your mail of recent 
weeks and see if you can dig out a 
cover cancelled December 7, 1941. This 
is the day that Japan attacked Pearl 
Harbor. Then look for a date, Decem- 
ber 8, 1941. This is the day that the 
United States declared war on Japan. 
Next, find a date December 11, the 
day the United States declared war 
on Germany, Italy and the Axis pow- 
ers. Other dates since then that have 
events of importance attached to them 
can be selected also. If you are fortu- 
nate enough to find plain covers with 
enough room at the left side on which 
to have printed a patriotic picture or 
flag or on which you can attach a 
patriotic label or flag sticker, you have 
a cover that is marked and of a date 
of importance. If you care to go to 
the trouble and expense of doing so, 
you can have a line of type printed 
on such covers, explaining their sig- 
nificance. 

In the January number of the 
American Philatelist, Editor Kimble 
prints a small note under the title 
“First U. S. 1941 Patriotic Envelope.” 
He refers to a cover mailed by Larry 
Shomaker of Lakewood, Ohio, on Dec. 
8th. Mr. Kimble makes rash claims 
at many times and this is one of them. 
Any collector who has been on his 
toes has many covers of the past year 
or more which are printed patriotic 
covers and as for the 1941 covers, 
or more particularly covers which 
have come since Pearl Harbor, I 
have three in my collection, one dated 
December 7 with patriotic picture and 
wording at left and across bottom of 
the cover is printed, “Japanese War- 
planes Today Attacked Manila, P. L, 
and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii.” Another 
pictorial cover dated December 8 and 
with printed inscription “The United 
States Today Declares War on Japan.” 
Still another, dated December 11, 
with picture and printed inscription, 


“Germany, Italy and the United States 
Declare War Today.” 

The three covers just mentioned 
were part of a Patriotic Cover Serv- 
ice that has been in operation by the 
Columbus Postage Stamp Company of 
this city for more than a year past 
and are only part of the several dif- 
ferent covers they have supplied their 
subscribers. 

Start your collection of Patriotic 
Covers today. A year or two from now 
they will be in big demand by the 
boys who failed to get them now.

The new Grenfell stamp from New- 
foundland, is another item which is 
selling very well. There is a large 
enough supply of this left at the time 
of writing. I don’t know how many 
were printed. The Newfoundland 
travel agency, which handled the 
Kings Visit, didn’t have this informa- 
tion as yet. 





Dealers are wondering when the 
South African set, showing S. A. at 
war will arrive. So far very few mint 
sets have come in. The only copies 
of these stamps which I have seen 
have been on cover. These stamps will 
prove very popular here. 





Many of the metropolitan clubs are 
planning various events to help raise 
money for war aid. By this they mean 
funds for the U. S. O., American 
Red Cross etc. So far the only tenta- 
tive program is one prepared by the 
American Stamp Dealers Association. 
Emil Bruechig, president, has a com- 
mittee working on a Bazaar, no date 
set as yet. 


The auction season is under way 
again. J. J. Kleman jr., is selling a 
superb unused, never hinged copy of 
the 2c Pan American inverted center. 
Catalogues $3,000.00. Laurence & 
Stryker are holding their second auc- 
tion since combining their businesses. 
They are featuring a nice collection 
of covers. Day before this issue is out, 
Carl Pelander will have disposed of 
some nice Canal Zone rarities.

Linn's Weekly Stamp News 
Hand Painted Covers 





From Starkweather, N. Dakota, 
comes one of the most handsome cov- 
ers that has ever come to the office 
of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. This 
cover is from Mabe) R. Hodapp, 1070 
Eugene, Indianapolis, Ind., president 
of the Chattahooche Covers Club and 
she states, “All our cachets are hand 
painted.” 

Canceled at Starkweather, N. Dak., 
the cover is typical of the cancellation 
for it pictures some of the most stark 
weather one would want to find. The 
small prairie home snowbound, with 
bare limmed trees and the fence posts 
sticking up throughthe snow. A pine 
tree well laden with snow in true win- 
ter fashion and over all a glow of the 
setting sun which altho not in the pic- 
ture, is certainly over the horizon. 
But to top it off, the cover contains 
another picture which is so foreign to 
the scene that it just stands out as 
a cover to be prized and preserved.

Members and participants in the 
Chattahooche Covers Club must get a 
heap of pleasure and enjoyment from 
collecting covers such as this.

CAMEROONS, 


The Free French issue printed in 
London has arrived. The design fea- 
tures the sword of Jeanne d’Arc, with 
a shield bearing the Lorraine Cross, 
centered between ornamental side bor- 
ders of geometrical figures. At the top 
is the inscription “France Libre” with 
the letters “R F” at either side of 
the sword hilt. The value is shown 
on either side below the shield, and 
the name of the colony “Cameroun” 
in a tablet at the bottom. Values and 
colors are:

GREAT BRITAIN. “Stamp Collect- 
ing, London,” reports that the 1d, 2d., 
216d, 3d, and 5d., of the current Brit- 
ish stamps have been overprinted “M. 
E. F.” for use in the territories in 
Africa occupied by His Majesty’s 
troops. These stamps are not for the 
use of the army, which uses unsur- 
charged British stamps, but for the 
use of the civilian population of the 
occupied countries. The initials are 
for “Middle East Force.” These 
stamps may be expected to be used 
in Eritrea, Somaliland, Cyrehaica and 
other enemy provinces taken by the 
British Middle East forces, 


ICELAND. Commemoratives. 


The “Snorri” commemoratives, 
noted in this column on December 
27th, have arrived on first day covers 
dated November 17th, 1941. The cen- 
tral portion of the design shows the 
statue of Snorri, with the date 23 
Sept. above the head, the year dates 
1241 and 1941 at either side in tab- 
lets (so arranged that the inscrip- 
tion across the top of the stamps 
reads “1241 23 Sept 1941”, with the 
value tablet in the lower left just 
over the name of the country. Inci- 
dentally, the New York American 
states that the statue, planned as a 
gift to Iceland from the people of Nor- 
way, is still in Norway, delivery to 
Iceland not having been possible on 
account of the war. Values and colors 
as follows:

A very interesting set seen here 
was the recent Russian surcharged 
provisional set of four.
